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WASHINGTON. May 6— The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has reported in internal memo- 
randums that one of Us in- 
formers wasthe sole source of 
information that led to the 
1969 Chicago raid in which 
Black Panther Fred Hampton 
was killed. 

Sources who Iiave combed 
through the transcript of testi- 
mony before a Federal grand 
Jury that looked into the police 
raid say, however, that there is 
nothing In the document about 
the F.B.I.^s providing informa- 
tion on its role in the raid to 
the jury. 

Jerris Leonard, the former 
Assistant Attorney General for 
civil rights, who conducted the 
inquiry, replied in a telephone, 
interview that the grand jury 
had been apprised that an F.B.I. 
informer was involved Mn the 
raid. 

The raid and the subsequent 
grand jury Investigation came 
in a period when, according to 
a report released this week by 
the Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence Activities, the bu- 
reau was engaged in a nation- 
wide effort through the use of 
informants, fake letters and co- 
operation with local police In- 
telligence units to sow dissen- 
tion among the Black Panthers 
and to stir '*gang warfare bc- 
tween the Panthers and other 
'militants. 

Mr. Hampton, the Illinois 
chairman of the Black Panther 
Party, and another Panther 
-- • — were slain 
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and the police raiders, but the 
charges were dismissed. 

New light has been shed on 
the case by the documents in 
the Senate committee’s report 
and by documents entered in 
the Federal District Court in 
Chicago in a $47.7 million civil 
damage suit being conducted 
by survivors of the raid and by 
Mr. Hampton’s parents.

Richard Jalovec, an Assistant 
State's attorney, who author- 
ized the raid, said that he also 
had received independent in- 
formation about the apartment.

*to both men, according to the 
^court documents. • 

According to sources who 
have studied the transcript of 
the grand jury testimony, which 
has been telcased in the course 
of several investigations, there 
is» no testimony about the 
bureau's providing the detailed 
information, including the floor 
plan.
